Richest Senator 


Fortune Was Made 
In Gas And Oil

W ASHINGTON— (NEA)— R ich­ 
est U. S. senator is 
said 
to

D emocrat Robert S. K err of O k la­ 
homa. He was born in a log cabin, 
rose to become his state’s first n a ­ 
tive-born governor and its D em o­ 
cratic national committeeman. He 
was a keynoter at the 1944 D em o­ 
cratic National Convention in C hi­ 
cago and a vice-presidential possi­ 
bility 
until 
President Roosevelt 
gave the nod to Harry S. T rum an. 
Senator K err’s fortune has been 
rated 
at 
SIO,000,000—all of it 
m ade in the last 25 years and m ost 
of it m ade in the oil and gas busi­ 
ness of the southwest. In spite of 
his wealth, Senator K err has been 
considered a New Dealer. 
All this lends more than usual 
interest to Senator K err’s sponsor­ 
ship of amendments to the N atural 
Gas Act of 1938, now before C on­ 
gress. 
His 
principal am endm ent 
would 
remove 
from ra te -fixing 
regulation of the Federal Pow er 
Commission all “independent” n a t­ 
ural gas producers, if they scil “at 
a rm ’s length” to interstate pipe­ 
lines and distributing companies, 
and it they don’t sell 
direct 
to 
consumers. 
Eighty per cent of all U. S. n a t­ 
ural gas is now produced by com ­ 
panies 
which 
would qualify as 
regulation-exem pt “independents” 
under the K err amendments. 
Asserting that the real purpose 
of these amendments is to “ triple 
the price of natural gas in most 
parts of the United States, Charles 
H. Rhyne, Washington representa­ 
tive of the National Institute of 
Municipal I,aw Officers, estim ates 
that if the K err amendments b e ­ 
come law, “ the total increase in 
dollars 
paid 
by 
consumers will 
am ount to more than $200,000,000 
a year on a nation-wide basis.” 
Rhyne says* further that, “The 
K err bill is certain to increase the 
price of natural gas by more than 
five cents per thousand cubic feet 
(wholesale) and this increase as­ 
sures K err of at least $50,000,000 
in profits before taxes.” He bases 
this figure on an estimate that the 
present 
value of the 900 billion 
cubic feet of natural gas reserves 
pow hold bv the Kcrr-M cGee Oil 
Producing Co., Inc., of which the 
senator is president, is $100,000,-

WASHINGTON,— (/Pi — G e n . 
George C. Marshall, launching the 
1950 Red Cross $67,000,000 fund­ 
raising drive, called upon all Am­ 
ericans to helj) the organization 
continue its vast disaster, armer! 
forces, veterans and health and 
safety programs The former Sec­ 
retary of State and w artim e Army 
chief of staff said the world is in 
need of “spiritual regeneration.” 
“This 
cannot he accomplished 
by m ere words or even prayers 
alone. The individual m ust rise 
to the occasion and give of him ­ 
self. This is one way to do it.” 
The 1950 funds will be collected 
throughout the nation all during 
March by some 2,000,000 
volun­ 
teers. Gen. Marshall, president of 
the Red Cross, is directing the ap­ 
peal with the help of a national 
advisory committee of 17 promi­ 
nent men and women. 
The 
Red 
Cross 
obtains 
its 
funds through voluntary contri­ 
butions. It does not receive gov­ 
ernment funds, but it sometimes 
acts at the direction of Congress 
and the President in distributing 


relief supplies purchased by the 
government. Any victim of disas­ 
ter who is unable to help himself 
receives Red Cross help. Benefits 
run all the w ay from emergency 
food and medical care to the re­ 
building of a destroyed home. Red 
Cross helps in about 300 disaster 
operations a year—almost one a 
day. 
Because it is specifically charg­ 
ed with the 
responsibility, 
Red 
Cross 
works 
with 
the 
armed 
forces. 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Louis Johnson says: “ We need the 
work of the Red Cross as we need 
a good right arm .” Last year more 
than 2,000,000 servicemen, veter­ 
ans and their dependents receiv­ 
ed Red Cross assistance, some of 
it financial, in working out per­ 
sonal and family problems. Thou­ 
sands of hospitalized servicemen 
received the help of Red Cross so­ 
cial workers in 
restoring

Within Europe itself, the coun­ 
tries dominated by Russia have a 
combined population 
of 
about 
three hundred million, said Hall. 
Population

anti-Soviet 
block in Europe 
is 
about 
five 
hundred million. Population, how­ 
ever is not a reliable yardstick, he 
said. Industrial capacity, he said 
was a bigger factor than 
m an­ 
power, and in this respect, Amer­ 
ica and her Western European al­ 
lies had the advantage, 
There is no question but that 
Russia believes in world conquest 
and that Stalin is out to win, by 
fair means or foul. The Russian 
ideology is not only based on the 
political philosophy of Knrl Marx,
